Thus far not even the traditional 
diplomatic communique which in- 
variably follows such conferences of 
heads of great states claiming “gen- 
eral identity of views and cordial 
conversations” has appeared. 

It was believed that Chamberlain 
and Mussolini might converse again 
Saturday morning, just prior to the 
Prime Minister’s return to London.

The door remains open for an- 
other conversation which could be 
described as an “informal” or “fare- 
well” talk.

Recommendations included: 

Reorganization of the State Edu- 
cation Department to place the 
adult education section on a parity 
with sections devoted to elemen- 
tary, secondary and higher edu- 
cation. 

Eventual reorganization of the 
system of state support for public 
education to include adult educa- 
tion, in order that state funds may 
be more equitably distributed “in 
accordance with the needs and 
aspirations of the whole people.” 

STATE AID 


Establishment of a state sup- 
ported program of university exten- 
sion to include general, technical 
and sem-technical correspondence 
courses of a post secondary level. 

Granting of power to license and 
regulate those proprietary schools 
now exempt from State control. 

The report urged equalization of 
“education opportunity” for adults 
as well as young people. 

Dr. Luther Gulick, director of 
the inquiry, said that “social and 
economic pressures in the last 15 
years have spurred all ages and 
conditions of people into attempts 
at self betterment ... events have 
painfully emphasized their needs 
and they have set about meeting 
them in a feverish activity to make 
up for lost time. This often makes 
them prey to commercial agencies 
offering the impossible.” 

He recommended that the State 
set aside $1,080,000 for ‘the coor- 
dinators of adult education, $4,000,- 
000 to expand vocation education 


gional libraries “essential to any 
adequate program for adults.” 

Dr. Edward C. Elliott, president 
of Purdue University, who headed 
the educational inquiry descirbed 
the present system as costly and 
“harmful” and said it tended to- 
ward “educational banditry.” 

The researchers found that the 
field of adult education is covered 
only in spots, with farmers receiv- 
ing instruction in agriculture, for-

ADMIT MILLION LAYOFF 


The report of the Appropriations 
Subcommittee admitted that 1,000,- 
000 WPA workers would be laid off 
as a result of the $150,000,000 slash. 

A cut of 200,000 per month was 
suggested from the rolls whieh now 
number 3,000,000 unemployed with 
only 2,800,000 remaining in Feb- 
ruary, 2,600,000 in March, 2,400,000 
in April, 2,200,000 in May and a flat 
2,000,000 in June. 

Just the type of ruthless policy 
that is contemplated was indicated 
by a section of the report which 
recommended strongly that the 
“rolls should be purged of malign- 
ers and many others who manage 
to remain on the rolls continu- 
ously.” 

Without at all Yonsidering the 
problem of need, the report urged 
a flat cut along the following lines:

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A Gain for France's 
Popular Front 


„ The re-election recently of Jacques 
Duclos, Communist er, as a vice-presi- 
dent of the French Chamber of Deputies will 
seem paradoxical only to those who were 
confused or misled as to the fate of the Popu- 
lar Front in the turbulent events since 
Munich. 


In the very French parliament where not 
so many months ago Hitler’s order was 
echoed demanding that the Communist Party 
be driven into illegality, today the Commu- 
nists are victorious in the majority gained 
for Jacques Duclos. 

Here is more than a vindication. France 
faces stormy days ahead, what with the 
more violent threats of Mussolini coupled 
with Chamberlain’s machinations. 

If ever unity in defense of the French Re- 
public and its democratic liberties were need- 
ed now is the time. Many Radical Socialists, 
representing largely the French middle class, 
had been swayed by the lying propaganda en- 
shrouding the Munich treachery of Foreign 
Minister Georges Bonnet and the sell-outs of 
Premier Daladier. Under popular pressure 
in recent days, however, a number of them 
had been brought to a realization that as- 
saults on Communists opens wide the way 
for more vicious attacks on democracy itself. 

The lesson being put into action in France 
must be absorbed universally if liberty is to 
be secured. You cannot maintain democracy 
or insure national safety if the will of fas- 
cism is to be carried out by a drive against 
the Communists. 

Furthermore, the existence of a unified 
labor movement in France was the thing 
that thwarted all attempts to split anti- 
fascist unity and above all explains the vi- 
tality of the Popular Front. 

Obviously, French reaction is furious over 
the latest signs of the Popular Front’s in- 
destructible power. 

But they have to deal with a people who 
are learning from the bitter experience of 
Munich and its aftermath. 

And the re-election of Jacques Duclos is a 
recognition by the people of that fact. 


Why Jobs Are Scarce 


» The Wall Street Journal yesterday made 
much of a report that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
rodd and the Southern Pacific are in the mar- 
ket for a total of 55 locomotives— the larg- 
est pending business for some time.” 

When the prospective purchase of only 
55 locomotives becomes important news, that 
is something to think about. For the rail- 


roads need 2,000 locomotives merely to re- 


place those that are being retired this year 
(the roads have retired 16,000 obsolete loco- 
motives during the past 8 years while in- 
stalling only 2,000 new ones!). 

To build a single locomotive requires the 
employment of 50 men for a full year. To 
build 2,000 locomotives would mean a full 
year’s employment for 100,000 men. 

But the railroads take half a billion dol- 
lars every year that should go for new equip- 
ment, etc., and pour it into the pockets of 
their bondholders. Meanwhile, as they sabo- 
tage recovery, they denounce every New Deal 
effort to provide the unemployed with jobs 
and buying power. 


The Wall Street Journal 
Joins the Attack 


Reaction of every stripe and origin is 
ganging up on President Roosevelt's foreign 
policy. 

It can be readily understood why the ag- 
gressor powers (Germany, Italy and Japan) 
would not want neutrality legislation here 
revised so as to distinguish between the war- 
making dictators and their victims. 

Nor do those now moving for encircle- 
ment of the United States wish this country 
to lift a finger in defense of its freedom. 

Hence, the war fomentors, to defeat the 
President's announced program of reinfore- 
ing American security against the fascist 
menace, have joined forces with the internal 
enemies of the New Deal. 

The motives that guide these bitter op- 
ponents of revising American foreign policy 
are so much alike that it is becoming hard 
to distinguish between their “arguments.” 

We have in mind, for instance, an editorial 
in the Wall Street Journal of Tuesday which 
reads like a translation from Hitler’s Voel- 
kische Beobachter attacking President Roose- 
velt’s message to Congress. 

The Wall Street Jorunal shouts in-chorus 
with Hitler and Goering that President 
Roosevelt is “fomenting antagonisms abroad 
to distract attention from domestic prob- 
lems.” 

This one fascist’ propaganda idea is com- 
posed of two lies: First, it tries to attribute 
aggressive intent to the New Deal when the 
world knows that the fascist triangle is right 


now at war and is threatening extension of 


that war. Second, instead of distracting from 
domestic problems, the President is calling 
attention to the major internal issues con- 
fronting the American people. In Roosevelt's 
message, so uniformly assailed by Hitler and 
the Wall Street Journal, the President showed 
how the reactionaries were trying to defeat 
the domestic needs of the people. 

The very Wall Street Journal which wants 
to throw millions now on WPA into the bread- 
lines and to give the big trusts free reign, 
joins with the fascist enemies of democracy 
against our national security.
